NEW ARMY UNIFORM 
OFFICIALLY APPROVED. 


ASHINGTON, July 17.—While 
Secretary Root was at Oyster 
Bay, the President considered 
and approved the report of the Army 
Uniform Board. The order for the 
new uniform will go into effect Janu- 
ary 1, when officers of the army are 
to be equipped according to the new 
regulations. Officers serving in the 
Philippines will be allowed to wear the 
old uniforms during their service there. 
Among the changes are the follow- 
ing: The full-dress coat is about the 
same as at present, save that the but- 
tons are more spreading, with orna- 
mentations on the sleeves and with 
the rank designated on the sleeve in- 
stead of on the shoulder-knot. The 
dress coat will be what is called the 
dress biouse. 
A new dress uniform is provided, 
consisting of a sack coat of woolen or 
cotton material of an olive drab color, 
with trousers to match. It is intended 
to provide suite which can be worn 
in cold weather that are almost a 
duplicate of the present khaki uniforms 
worn in warm weather and in the 
tropics. A new design for the over- 
coat is adopted, and is the only over- 
coat allowed. It is a double-breasted 
ulster of olive drab woolen material. 
This overcoat is to replace the old 
dark blue overcoat now worn. 
General and staff officers are to 
have full-dress trousers, with gold 
lace as a stripe, officers of the ‘line 
wearing the present stripe to desig- 
nate the service. Breeches are pro-

On the service uni- 
forms the straps now used with the 
khaki uniform will be retained. 

A new pattern of saber has been 
adopted for all officers in place of the 
sword now in use. Russet leather leg- 
gings are provided for all officers, to 
be worn with the service uniform, but 
canvas leggings can be worn in the 
field.

He 
was a foundling, picked up in New 
York, October 28, 1871, when one day 
old. After attaining manhood, he 
made much trouble for the asylum au- 
thorities, declaring that they were 
concealing from him the identity of his 
parents.

PROTECTION TO BATHERS. 
TENT CITY, July 17.—The contro- 
versy over ways and means for the 
protection of surf bathers at Long 
Beach reminds the people of this city 
that a very good safeguard is main- 
tained here. A big raft is anchored 
outside the breakers. To the shore- 
ward corners of the raft are attached 
ropes which extend to the shore in 
diverging directions, forming an im- 
mense triangle of about fifty yards 
between the ropes, where they reach 
the shore.

' pulleys at the top of thirty-foot posts 


and are fastened high up on the 
beach. The action of the waves has 
no effect on them for the reason that 
there is plenty of slack.

supposition is that the unfortunate 
youth was attacked by cramps as soon 
as thrown overboard by the upsetting 


the lake alone he probably perished 
quickly in his helplessness. Searching 
‘parties have dragged the lake all day 
without success. 

Jones was 24 years old and for the 
past year had been a student at the 
Michigan College of Mines here. School 
closed yesterday and the young man 
was preparing to leave for hix home 
to spend his vacation in a few days. 
His parents left but a few days ago, 
after a week's visit here. His death is 
deeply mourned by his fellow-students, 
with whom he was very popular. 

About 4 o'clock this morning Jones 
started out on the lake for a day’s 
outing. With him were E. F. Remer. 
a mining engineer at the Isle Royale 
Mine. and Laurence B. Bassett of 
Cleveland, another student. They 
landed on Snowshoe Island. seven mi'es 
below Houghton. While his companions 
roamed around on shore, Jones took 
the canoe and paddied into the lake. 
When his companions looked for him 
again, all they saw was an  over- 
turned canoe a quarter of a mile off 
shore. Finally, gaining the nainlaud 


| through the assistance of workmen 


they gave the alarm. Since then par- 
ties headed by Sheriff Joseph Wilis 
and President F. W. McNair of the 
college, have dragged the lake in vain. 


Well Known in Los Angeles. 
Ewing Jones was one of the most 
widely-known and popular young men 
in Los Angeles, and the news of the 
untimely ending of his promising 
career will come as a shocking sadness 
to hundreds. He was practically 
raised here, coming from Ohio as a 
boy and receiving his elementary edu- 
cation at the Thirtieth-street school. 
Then for three years he attended the 
local High School, which he left to 
prepare for college by private study.

Los Angeles Woman Whe Wrote Him 
the Loving Letter Declares She 
Scarcely Knew Him—Corpse Will 

Probably Be Disinterred. 


Such evidence as is now in the hands 
of the authorities leads to the assump- 
tion that the chicken thief who met so 
ignominious an end at Downey in the 
early hours of Wednesday morning, 
was R. 8. Gilbert, rly a man of 
family and a highly-respected citizen 
of Toledo, O. 

B. F. Long, City Marshal of Ontario, 
came to Los Angeles yesterday morn- 
ing with a picture of a man of that 
name and residence, whom he said 
was his cousin. Long left for Downey 
in the afternoon, and on arriving there 
found the body already interred, but 
those who had seen the corpse noticed 
ra remarkable likeness to the man de- 
picted in the photograph. Not know- 
ing what to do, he sent a telephone 
message to the Coroner, asking for ad- 
vice. Dr. Holland replied that it was 
now entirely beyond his sphere, but 
that in case disinterment proved the 
Gilbert of the picture to be Gilbert, the 
midnight marauder, the funds left in 
the bank were ample to cover all nec- 
essary expenses. it is probable that 
the body will be disinterred, and, if 
possible, jdentification made. Lo 
says that when Gilbert disap 
from Toledo he left a wife and two 
children, and although his course could 
not be traced exactiy, he was known 
to have come to the Pacific Coast. 

The officers have a letter to Gilbert 
received at No. 817 East First street, 
his former residence, on June 3. It is 
signed by Mrs. Anna Capman of No. 
218% West First street, and im- 
plored him to come to her aid; 
also, incidentally, to pay her back 
$10 which she claimed he owed 
her. woman pleaded dire 
poverty, and said she was in urgent 
need of the money. Altogether the 
letter expressed friendship of a very 
close nature, but when seen last night 
Mrs. Capman disavowed any such re- 
gard as her missive portrayed. She 
said: 

“I wrote the letter that way to 
make him come and pay up. Of course, 
had I known it was to fall into any 
one else's hands, I would have worded 
it very differently. I am sorry that I 
wrote it as I did, because it seems to 


1 did not. Personally, I scarcely knew 
him at all. He used to come here and 
pay quite a good deal of attention to 
my housekeeper, and as he always ap- 
peared to be a gentleman, and to have 
money, I readily loaned him some 
when he asked for it. And when he 
did not either show up or send the 
money when it fell due, 1 took the 
‘friendly’ method of trying to get it 
back. As to his past. or his connec- 
tions, or even as to his business, I can 
say nothing, for I do not know.” 

Other than these meager clews, noth- 
ing has so far been revealed to lift the 
curtain of mystery which surrounds 
Gilbert's tragic ending. If he had 
friends in this city they are unwilling 
to step up and tell what they know 
about him. What little has been found 
out here has been exclusively in rela- 
tion to his business transactions.

MONROVIA. 
DEATH TO BLACK SCALE. 

MONROVIA, July 17.—W. H. Payne, 
the horticultural inspector for the 
Monrovia district, has again made one 
of his happy discoveries, which is of 
great importance to orchardists. On 
Friday of last week, while engaged in 
his persistent work of exterminating 
all kinds of vegetable pests, he came 
across the rhizobius ventralis, colonies 
of which were brought from Australia 
some ten years ago and placed in some 
of the orchards in this valley. All 
hope of this variety of the lady bug 
doing the work which was expectea 
had long since been given up, but evi- 
dently it has only now become ac- 
climated, and there is now good en- 
dence that it has begun its beneficiai 
work of cleaning up the black scale in 
and around Monrovia. Mr. Payne ex- 
pects that in five years or so this pest, 
which has of late grown exceedingiy 
troublesome, will be altogether objit- 
erated by this parasite. Not only have 
fruit trees been covered with black 
scale, but the pepper shade trees, in 
many places, are covered with it. Mr. 
Payne has found pepper trees that have 
been entirely cleaned up by the rhiso- 
bius. Orchardists will no doubt re- 
joice at the discovery.

ABLE TO OPEN FOR BUSINESS 
SOON, HE THINKS.

“Guileless George and Other Setbacks 
Blamed for Past Promises and Disap- 
pointments—Private Messages Claimed 
at San Pedro Station. 


SAN PEDRO, July 17.—It wae said 
at the White's Point station of the 
Pacific Wireless Telegraph and Tele- 
phone Company yesterday that mes- 
sages had been exchanged with Ava- 
lon at intervals Tuesday, but that in 
each case they were private. When a 
Times reporter tendered Gen. New 
a two-line query for tranamisison to a 
friend at the Hotel Metropole, offer- 
ing at the same time full telegraphic 
rates, he was told that the station is 
not ready for business.
